This is simply murder eel to music. 
Lbumcu was so emboldened by the 

protection of Cain, thai he pleaded ii 
as a pr< b ut, and this conllnued un- 
til Ihe whole race was corruplcd by 
It. and ihe whole earth was Riled with 
violence. This was God's first mau- 
ner of dealing with the murderer to 

drive him mil In. in ills pie-euie, lull 

•pared ami protected his life, ami its 

result, murder increased, the earth 
was lull of it. Thus lias it ever been 
when Ihe penalty ofdealh has mil 

been Infiloted on the murderer, he 

has become emboldened, and murder 
has Increased. Hut (jod, lu order lo 
itay the fearful tide or violence, lu> 
stunted capital punishment by the 
w hull-Dale, w ith himself as the c.mvii- 

tor, aud when he hml swept oil' the 
face of murderers from earth by the 
Hood, and brought Noah and his sous 
out of ihe ark. to Start the race anew 
in the w orld, be Started Ihein under 
n new regime, a differeul system. 

One oalculated lo prevent the recur- 
rence of the violence which culmina- 
ted in the total corruption of the race 

before the Hood. Bo as one stipule* 
lion in Ihe covenant made with 
Noah he ordained in the Iniieiia^e of 
ihe lexl. death by Ihe civil magistrate 

for murder. 

In order to ihe proper understand- 
ing of the import and extent of Ihe 
application of Ibis lexl let us notice, 
1, the parallel between Adam ami 
Noah. Kach stood in Ihe position of 

a progenitor, and federal reprosenla* 
live of the race, and each received a 
formal gram ofposesslou, supremacy 
and assurance. Hut there was this 
mighty difference. Adam received 

possessions when there was no sin 
and no curse, w hile Jx'oah received 
possessions w Inm the race hadjusl 
been destroyed for sin, ami ihe earth 
cursed for man's sake. The earth bad 
been tilled wilh violence, aud there- 
fore destroyed. Noah received as- 
surance that the earth should no 
more he deluged bv a Hood, but be 
knew the bloody, ferocious nature of 
mail, and therefore trembled at the 
thought of such a responsibility 
as re-peopling the earth, lie doubtless 
Inquired with anxious questionings, 

will not thy children he us wicked as 
those of my predecessor, so that (be 
earth shall again be tilled wilii mur- 
der and have again lo be destroyed f 
lie needed this assurance, aa man's 
essential nature was not changed, 
mir is it yet. Hill whereby could God 
assure him. How could ihe w icked. 

bloody nature of man be restrained? 
The prospect was gloomy and dis- 
couraging. Hut God gave to Noah ihe 
assurance that such a State of things 
as bad occurred before I be Hood 
should not again occur. Divine Out* 
nipoienoe, ami avenging justice were 

pledged for bis protection. '•Whoso 

shedneth man's blood, by man shall 
his blood lie shed, for In the image of 
(tod made he man." ■ Here then we 
have the law for the punishment of 
murder by the Infllotion of the death 
penalty Instituted. Nor is its Infllo- 
tion left to the option of men, but is 

made imperative, "Hy man shall bis 
blood be shed" 

2. This was a wise and benevolent 
statute, designed not simply lo pun- 
ish Ihe criminal, but (0 protect hu- 
man life, to secure pence and bappi- 
nesi, repress violence and crime. 

3. This orthnmiee was duigned to 
he of univtrial and perpetual obliga- 
tion. II is not to be separated from 
the connexion in which it was de- 
livered. It is a part of the grant of 
life and possession on the earth lo 
the race, and is therefore to continue 
as long as the grant of life and pos- 
session endures, therefore is lo be 
perpetual. It was given to Noah as 
the bead and progenitor of the race, 
and given for the race. II is a depos- 
it made in the stream of human life, 
at Its fountain bend, and therefore 
intended to be carried by that stream 
into all its branches, and as far as it 
should How. And it is as much 
needed now as then, aud will be till 
human nature is changed. This en- 
actment was peculiar to 110 locality 
or time, or race of people, or form of 
govenimout. or religion, but de- 
signed for all, and adapted to all. It 



was Independent of all Uosalcorsub 
sequeut institutions. Il was made 
•127 years before Ihe call of Abraham, 
and 1127 years before tho Mosaic code 
was delivered at Sinai. If the laws 
of Ifoses had never been given, or 
had long since been lost or forgotten, 
still ibis law or covenant God gave 
to Noah would lie as binding as w hen 
Him delivered. There It stands along 
wilh .Hid inseparable from Ihe Di- 
vine promise of the perpetuity ami 
stability of ihe cause of nature. There 

as a part of the same covenant in 
which we Hud this law Inflicting Ihe 
cb-atb penalty for murder, U the 

pi Iseofseeu lime and harvest, cold 

and heat, summer and winter, day 
ami night. There, side by side with 
the promise that would no more 
enrse the ground for man's sake. 
Along wilh the permission lo cat 
animal food, and prohibition from 
eating blood. Along with the well 

assured supremacy given to man 

over Ihe entire domain of animal and 

vegatable nature. Along with ihe 

assurance that the earth should no 
more he laid waste by a devastating 
Hood of water. These are all stipula- 
tions in Ihe same covenant, and as 
the Sign, aud seal of (hat covenant 
Ihe rainbow was bung out in the 
Heavens, so Ibnl as long us man can 
sec Ihe how in the clouds be may 
know thai the covenant giving him 
all these things is still In force. So 
us long as the bow continues lo ap- 
pear in the 1 loud, ju t so long may 
we know that the law Inflicting 
death upon the murderer has not 
been repealed. Soloug ns summer 

mid winter continue to come, as seed 

lime and bin vest, cold and heal, yea, 

•o long as the established course nf 

us 1 111 e coul i lines, jusl ho long in Ihe 

law for capital punishment in force. 

And it Is no more to be rcslrieti-d to 
any one nation, or form of religion, 
or period of time than is ibc estab- 
lished course of nature lo le tbiiu re- 
•tricled, It » as designed lo hi- as uni- 
versal and perpi lUBI, as ihe poalerll) 
of If oab, as it was given for them. 

We may as well be told when we see 
the bow in ihe clouds, (hat we see 
110 taken of God's everlasting coven- 
ant w ilh every living cn aiiirc, aa lo 
•ay that In Ibis Mnioto they see no 
evidence that it is God's will that the 
murderer shall expinle biecriUM with 
bia own life. There is hIdo a won* 
derful precision In the words of Ihe 

enactment, itstands out from the eon. 
lest ns if in raised characters, "Who 
so tktddtlh Mini's blood bf limn shall 
his hlnod be shed." etc. 

Ihe Mine mode of reasoning which 

would expunge this the general ohli- 
gatlon of this statute from the codes 
of nations would also rob the leu 

tniinaudmeuls of their divine au- 
thority over men. This enactment 

should have Ihe same high rank in 
the criminal code of all nations tbut 
the leu OOlUluaildmenta occupy in re- 
gard lo all moral duties. It slunil- 
ul the head of ibe science of orllUl- 
ual jurisprudence, jusl us the Deca- 
logue does at the head of christian 
ethics. 

4. At this point I may remark thai

0. Another reason of overwhelm- 
ing force I'm- the perpetual obligation 
"f 1 1 1 is law is found in the reason 
given for lis enactment. "For in 
the imaije of Cfod mnde be man.'' 
The reason fur Ibis is founded upon 
human nature— upon the exalted 

character of that nature. "The im- 
age of God." whatever that may be, 

is something so precious, of 'such 
great value, that in the divine mi lid 
il was worthy of the highest and 
Strongest guaranty of protection From 
anger and caprice of men. Hut this 

doubtless means thut man, being in 
the iinuge of God, is an immortal be- 
ing, and a moral being also, and us 
be is accountable in a luture stale 
for the life here, and death is the 
ond of probation, and brinsa him to 

his final accounts, that life here then, 
as the stale of preparation for any 
eternal state, is of such Infinite value 
us not to be left lo the capricious au- 
ger of men. but must be left to the 
decision of Infinite wisdom as iu 
when it shall end. 

Hill this teaches also that murder 
is a crime directly against God. Mail 
is in God's image, I strike at that 
image, I strike at God. Murder is 
an attempt to blpl out Iho image of 
Ood from the earth, aud II therefore 
the highest and most fearful crime 
man can commit. () that young men 
who earrv with them the weapons of 
dentil could be made to feel Ibe lorce 
of this truth. God views murder in 

this light. John Calvill says upon 
Ibis Scripture " Though men are un- 
worthy of (iod's goodness, yet he 
ilolh here show the ground of bis 
cure for the sacredness of life." 

ti. The reason tor this enactment is 
perpetual, therefore Ihe law is of per* 
pctutil obligation. The reason is 
founded upon human nature, "In 
the image of Ood made be man" it is 
the nature with which man is 
endowed, which furnishes the 
reason for the law prescribing death 
as the penalty for murder. So while 
man has the nature with which he is 
created, bis life is to be protected by 
this law. God's image is not only 
moral, hut natural also, the moral 
may be lust by sin, but Ibe natural 
never, so ;be luw is never to be re- 
pealed. 

8. 1 can only merely call attention 
to the Jaw of Moses on this subject. 
It punished murder with death. 

!). Hut did not Jesus abrogato the 
old Testament laws and substitute 
for them Ibe gospel, when be said 
"It hath been said unto yon by them 
of old time" etc., and "but I say unto 
you," I answer no. His teaching 
was not directed against any old 
Testament law but against the 
abuse of that law, aud a wrong COU* 
•traction of it But even if be bad 
repealed tho law of Moses it would 
not efieot this, us it was give almost 
a thousand years before, and was 
superior to that law, at least bore 
such relation to that law, as the con- 
stitution of a state bears to the stalu- 
tary enactments of a state. This law 
was given as a part of Ibe original 
charier to the race, so the right to 
punish tho murderer by death is one 
of Ibecliartered rigbtsof mankind. If 
the law of christian love would have 
required tho repeal of this statute, it 
would have also prevented Its enact- 
ments. But tho spirit and teaching 



of ihe \ow Testament, conform to 
Ibis statute. The same gospel which 
inculcates love ami forgiveness, also 
requires of the "powers that be" the 
Infliction of penalties upon offenders, 
and Ihe maintenance of order and 
subjection to authority. Paul brings 
these two duties together in (lie same 
passage. Horn. XII :19. Mil : 1-5. 

"Dearly beloved, avenge not your- 
selves, but rather give place" unto 
wrath," and then immediately he 
•peaks of tho civil magistrate as 
"bearing not the sword in vain," tint 
as a "revenger" and us "the minister 
of God to execute wrath upon the 
evil doer." Aud Jesus said 10 Peter, 
"I'ut up thy sword again Into bis 
place, for he that takelli Ihe sword 
shall perish with the SWOrd." Also 

in Itev. 13:10. "lie that killeth win, 
the sword must be killed with the 
sword," all leach the same truth. 
Again Rom. Mil tl-4. which see. Ii 

teaches; I, Human gover cuts 

divinely Instituted. 2, Recognition 
of the justice of the death penalty for 
high crime. "He beareth not the 
•word iu vain " 3, And (bis not a 
compact, a mere agreement, but us 
coming by the appointment, and 
with the authority of God. "lie is 

the minister of God to thee for good." 
1, The death penalty is purely a matter 
of justice, ami not expediency. This 

is Ihe plain teaching of Ihe passage. 
Again Acts X.\V:10-I1. Paul -aid 
when on trial fur bis life "If I have 

done anything worthy of death l 
refuse not to die." 

1). The right to Inflict the death 
penalty, is not uu individual but a 
government right, a right wiih which 

God has clothed the civil magistrate, 
as Ibe avenger of wrong upon (be 
criminal. 

10. This is a benevolent provision, 
protects human lite, uml preserves it. 
This is God's purpose iu its Institu- 
tion. The spirit of C'uin prevails to- 
day, mid life needs bis protection. 

11. Only evil lias ever resulted 

from the effort to abolish this law, 
Crime Increases, and murderers grow 
bold when il is not Inflicted. 

12. I. ifi- Imprisonment defeats tin 
ends for which the law was instituted. 
These are: I, justice, 2, prevention of 
crime, il, reformation of the criminal. 
Hut for murder imprisonment is nut 
juslce, lie has taken life, and forfeited 

his ow n. It does not belter other-, 
and makes the criminal worse 

Instead of reforming him. 't he best 
plan is always lo follow the teachings 
of God's word. And the failure to 
I ii ft lot the death penally fur murder 
tends to bring Into contempt all ihe 
penal llireafnlnpi of God's word. 

Criminal! allowed to escupe. are em- 
boldened and made to feel that God 
will not punish I hem. Dul ihe •peedy 
infliction ofjustlue makes the crimi- 
nal lo tremble, and deters the blind

Enough Coal to Last the United 
States a Thousand Years.

Our esteemed contemporary, the 
Yeoman, which has held Office long- 
er and drawn more revenue from 

the Slate Exehequer than any other 
private enterprise in Kentucky, 
takes Issue in a lengthy editorial,

Ow'ngsville Outlook, for his calling 
on Western aud Eastern Kenluckv lo 
join forces against the aruiv of "stall, 
fed politicians of the 'illuegrass 
country." Llkethe Yoeman, we de- 
precate the arraying of Ibe geograph- 
ical divisions of the Slate against 
each oilier; but unlike our neighbor 
we can not admit that the "Hluegruss 
is very meagerly represented 111110110 
the Slate officers ;" and, as to Western 
Kentucky, wc do stale I hat it has 
secured hut a small portion of the 
elective offices of the Stale iu the 
past. We can also assert, as suscep- 
tible of proof, that the Illuegrass re- 
gion is a much more energetic office* 
seeking section than any other sec- 
tion of Kentucky. In support of this 
may be cited the caucus proceedings 

iu the Legislative organisation! even 

two years, ami Ihe officers who are 
elected or appointed by each General 
Assembly. Not only the Hluegruss 
section, but Frankfort especially is 
always on baud wilh a healthy army 
of applicants. At tho last electoral 
college Frankfort secured everything 
—the clerkship, the Scrgeant-at- 
Arins and the Messenger, Major H. 
T. Stanton. She received a clerk- 
ship of the Hoard of Equalisation, 
She had a number of appointees in 
the last General Assembly. The

ing a candidate for two of them at 
the same time. A Frankfort man is 
Secretary of Ihe Governor, and Frank- 
fort men are respectively tipstaff and 
Sergeant of the Court 'of Appeals. 
Two clerks in the Auditor'! office are 
Frankfort men. The Superintendent 
of the Slate Arsenal is a Frankfort 
man. the warden of Ihe penitentiary 
it claimed as a Frankfort man, the 
Secretary In Hie Geological office is 
by adoption a Frankfort man, mid 
the chief clerk of the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction is a Frankfort 
men. The Reporter of the Court 
of Appeals is a Frankfort man, as 
was the Reporter before him 

These mimes occur to us from 
memory. Doubtless by an investiga- 
tion of past records we might And 
others lo increase the list. They are 
all able and trustworthy officials, aud 
the Capital bus been 11 warm defend- 
er and friend of the administration 
with which they are connected. But 
wo cite them lo show that this im- 
mediate section of Ibe bl„egrass is 

by no means "meagerly represented" 
in the official patronage of the State, 
as our neighbor alleges. 

All ot her things being equal, we 
advocate an equal division of official 
patronage among the various sections 
of the State. 

As to the beads of t lie departments 
of the present administration, they 
are now more evenly apportioned 
among the various sections of the 
State, than lias usually been the case. 

The Capital will be' satistled if as 
fair an apportionment is followed 
hereafter. ,

Kentucky has over thirteen thous- 
and square miles of coal liehls. Nine 
thousand square miles is in the east- 
ern part of the state, aud lies in 
Greenup. Carter, Rowan, Boyd, 

Elliott, Lawrence, Morgan, Menii'ec 
Powell, Wolfe, Magoffin, Johnson, 
Martin, Pike, Floyd, Breathitt, Perry, 
Letcher. Harlan, Leslie, Clav.OwsleV, 
Lee, Jaoksou, Laurel, Knottand Whit 
ley eon lilies. 

Iu these counties is found sonic of 
Ibe lines! grate and coke coal in the 
country, and the largest era Of caunel 
coal in North America. 

The southern tields contain over 
4,01)0 square miles of an almost Inex- 
haustible supply of coal, aud are loca- 
ted principally iu Ohio, Grayson, Ed 

moueou, Buller,Mu!ileuberg, llaucock 
Davie-s, McLean Henderson, Web- 
ster, Union, Hopkins, Chrlltlan, 
Crittenden and scattering in several 
Other counties. The quantity of coal 
mined in this state for Ihe year end- 
ing Dec. 31, 1884, will exceed 800,000 
Ions or over 5,000,000 bushels, or 20'J,- 
000 carl loads of twenty-five bushels, 
requiring 200,000 drivers. Estimat- 
ing the cart and two mules at thirty 
feet iu length, il would take nearly 
400,000 mules, or nearly four times as 
many as there are in Kentucky, and 
extend a distance of 1,186% miles in 
a Strait line, or from Loulivllle to 
New Orleans, uml more than two 
hundred miles beyond. 

Nearly one hundred mines are work- 
ed in the stale, glvlngeinployment to 
about two thousand men when I hey 
are worked by a full lone. Willi 
proper facilities for getting ihe coal 
to market fully live thousand men 
could be profitably employed, each 
on an average pulling out eighty 
bushels per day. It is possible, un- 
der favorable conditions, to miue400\- 

000 bushels daily, or more than one- 
hull' of all the coal us d iu this coun- 
try, while Ihe coal beds of this slate 
contain cunt enough to supply the 
Culled Slates 1,000 years. 

Coul lauds In Ibe eastern part of 
Hie slate can be bought for five dol- 
lar- ami upward per acre, and are 
HOW being rapidly taken up. Several 
new railruuds have been surveyed 
and are exempt from taxes for liv. 

years, with prospect of a paying 

business and large dividends. With 
the development of the agricultural 
ami mineral resources, land thai can 
he bought lu-day for tive dollars per 
acre w ill in live years double in value 
mid be open to the market, and will 
be In great demand. 

Central City, in Muhleui erg county, 
and ibe town of Campion, in Wolfe 

county, and several other towns, un- 
built on top of solid beds of tin- lines! 
coul, and boys dig out the coal: and 
so il is in many places along the line 
of 1 lies,, new roads. It has ofleiljbeetl 
said that Kentucky is titty yours be- 
hind oilier slates. In many respects 
this is true, but we are living just 
now in n very progressive period, and 
we predict that in the next ten years 
the progress in this state in' art, 
manufacture, commerce, agriculture, 
mechanism, ami the development of 
our vast beds of coal and iron ore 
will exceed our most sanguine ex- 
peetallons and accomplish more than 
all of the developments of the last 
twenty years combined. 

We visited many of these localities 
last fall, and our advice is, to all who 
wish to make profitable Investments, 
Investigate for yourselves.

It the water is 
high, the journey could be made in 
three or four days.

St. Petebsrubo, May 21.— Rumors 
are current to the effect that the An- 
glo-Russian negotiations have col- 
lapsed. It is believed, however, thai 
the rumors originated with a war 
party. 

CENTRAL AMERICA. 
La LlRERTAD, May 21). — Y'estcrday, 
after live hours of sanguinary light- 
ing at tho town of Armenia, in San 
Salvador, the San Salvadorian army 
routed tile revolutionists and cap- 
tured a large quantity of arms and 
cannons. The revolutionists are led 
by Meuedex. The arms and guns cap- 
tured were supplied him by Gaute- 
mala. Many prisoners were taken 
by the San Salvadorians, who are in 
full pursuit of the retreating insur- 
gents. 



OLD TESTAMENT REVISION. 



Logan He-elected. 

Everybody realized last Tuesday 
that the time for decisive action hail 
come in the Illinois Legislature ami 
that a Senator would be elected. 
Every member of the Assembly was 
present, 108 Republicans and 101 
Democrats, The Democrats at first 
refused to vole but when the two 
disaffected Republicans voted for 
Logan, they attempted to defeat Lo- 
gan by voting for Farwell, Rep., hut 
to no avail and Logan received on 
tho final ballot all the Republican 
votes and the vote of one Democrat. 
The contest has been the most re- 
markable one in the history of any 
state, and lasted for over four months. 
The assembly was a tic on joint bal- 
lot at first. A Republican died and 
the vacancy was till by a Republican. 
Then a Democrat died and the va- 
cancy was filled by the election of a 
Democrat A second Democrat died 
and by pretending that they would 
not run a candidate, the Republicans 
threw the Democrats oil' their guard, 
organized secretly and brought out a 
candidate at J o'clock in tho after- 
noon and succeeded in electing him to 
the vacancy in a Democratic dis- 
trict. This broke the tie and the 
agony is over and Logan will suc- 
ceed himself for six years, making 
bis third term in the United States 
Senate from Illinois.

Some of the Moro Important 
Changes Made by the Revisers. 

Among the lighter touches of the 
revision of the Old Testament are 
those that occur in the well known 
passage which is here given as re- 
vised: "But I know that my Re- 
deemer llvetll and that he shall stand 
Hp at the last upon the earth, and af- 
ter my skin has been thus destroyed 
yet from my flesh shall I soo God, 
whom I shall see for myself, and 
mine eyes shall behold and not an- 
other." 

Another well-known passage in 

F.cclcsiasties bee es : "Remember 

also thy Creator in the days of thy 
youth, or ever the evil day comes, 
or the years draw nigh when Ihou 
shall say I have no pleasure in them." 
The change here is : ••Remember also," 
for "Remember now," with another 
variant, "or ever the evil days come," 
for "while the evil days come not." 

The alterations in the case of ticno- 
sis have already been given, and for 
the sake of comparison the two con- 
cluding voices from the Old Testa- 
ment may be extracted from each 
version. The authorized runs thus: 

"Behold, I will send you Elijah, the 
prophet, before the coming of the 
great ami dreadful day of the Lord, 
and he shall turn the heart of the 
fathers to the children and the heart 
of the children to their fathers, lest 
he come and smite the earth with a 
1 in -i ." The revised renders it : "Ilo- 
bold, I will send you L'lijah, the 
prophet, before the great and dread- 
ful day of the Lord come, and he shall 
return the heart ol the fathers to the 
children and the heart of the chil- 
dren to the fathers." 

Among the minor changes may be 
quoted "The foolish scorned the 
guilt offering, for the fools make a 
mock at sin." 

The witch of Endor now sees only 
a God, not "gods ascending." 

In Proverbs a "naughty person'' 
becomes a "worthless person." 

"Wine is a mocker and strongdrtuk 
is raging - ' becomes "wine is a mock- 
er: strong drink a brawler." 

In Daniel, "As stoned for awhile" 
is used instead of "as stoned for one 
hour." 

The substitution of modern words 
for Archaic expressions has only ta- 
ken place where the word was not 
only obsolete, but to the public un- 
intelligible. "Coat of mail," for in- 
stance, is substituted for "hrigan- 
dinu" in Jeremiah li. 3, where the 
Almighty promises to raise an army 
against Babylon "and against him 
that llfteth himself up In his brlgan- 
dine." For tho word "cockatrice" 
there is given "basilisk" with ' odor' 
as marginal alternative. 

The "wimples and the crisping 
Pens" mentioned in Isalh iii, 22, 
have altogether disappeared. 

"Emerods" in I Samuel v, 6, makes 
way for ••Humours." "Ilaborgoeu" 
is rendered in Exodus xxiii as "coat 
of mail" and in Job xlias"the pointed 
shaft." 

The connection of America with 
the revision remains to be noted. It 
is explained as follows ; 

In the preface tho revisers have al- 
ready made some progress, and had 
in fact, gone twice through the Pen- 
tateuch before they secured the co- 
operation of the American Old Testa- 
ment revision company. The first 
revision of the several books was 
submitted to Ihc consideration of the 
American revisers, and except in the 
case of the Pentateuch, the English 
company had the benefit of their 
criticisms and suggestions before 
they proceeded to the second revision. 
This second revision was in a like 
manner forwarded to America, and 
the latest thoughts of the American 
revisers were in the hands of the 
English company at their final re- 
view. In every instance the sug- 
gestions from the American revisers 
were treated with the same consider- 
ation as those from the members of 
the English company, and were 
adopted or rejected on their merits. 
The preface adds that those points on 
which there was ultimate disagree- 
ment, arc placed on record in the 
appendix, filling sixteen pages. The 
American emendation so recorded, 
arc chiotly directed towards modern- 
izing the translation by the omission 
of obsolete forms both of language 
and spelling. 

It is asserted that America has 
raised the most remarkable family 
in the world, when weight and size 
arc considered.

atteudlng members, the soselou was 
dosed in peace anil harmony, and 
the large number of delegates, rep- 
resenting every State and Territory 
In this broad and now unseparable 

union, were released from their pro- 
fessional labor*, and were free to ex- 
plore the length, breadth and depth 
itf this almost endless exhibit of the 
world's products. After several days 
spent in studying with as much sys- 
tem as iwaa possible in the midst of 
such throngs of visitors as are still 
to be found tilling every aisle of eve- 
ry building, your correspondent be- 
came convinced that justice has not 
been accorded to the exhibit of our 
grand old State, bv any reporter eith- 
er verbally or written, whom he has 
either heard or read, and it is to cor- 
rect as far as possible the many erro- 
neous statements made as to the ex- 
tent and quality of ber exhibits and 
render only simple justice to the three 
much abused gentlemen who repre- 
sent her as manager* of her depart- 
ment in the Exposition that Ibis let- 
ter is written. 

On entering the department label- 
ed ''Kentucky" one, especially a son 
of the "Dark and Bloody Ground," is 
at tirst struck with the apparent 
sinallness of space and the paucity of 
exhibits, only coal. rock, tobacco, 
hemp, timber OlC. Hut when he care- 
fully hunts (for they have to be look- 
ed for being so much scattered over 
the building) for all the Kentucky 
displays and examines their merits, 
he is forced to the conclusion, that 
were they all placed together in one 
"space," as is the case with all the 
other Stales, that she is second to 
but few, if not equal lo any other 
State exhibit to be found in the 
'•Government building." She has 
by a "large majority" the finest and 
most extensive plow display, the lar- 
gest exhibition of distilled liquors, 
with the most substantial and beau- 
tiful barrels and the most complete 
distillery apparatus; she has decided - 
ly.the most elaborate machinery for 
refining kerosene oils. The best lock 
exhibit ami among them tin: most 
unique and jitifecl combination, 
burglar proof door lock ever invent- 
ed. This wonderful combination 
alarm, and if desired electrical at- 
tachment-lock, is the product of a 
Lexington genius. Her display of 
leather in every variety is unequaled 
even by the Kreiich. 

The exhibit of furniture is not only 
unsurpassed but not to be surpassed 
in the world, it is too superb to be 
looked at by anyone not a millionaire. 

Now, Mr. Editor, when yon take 
into consideration the contemptible 
parsimony of our legislature in only 
appropriating in the first place but 
fifteen thousand dollars to cover (ill 
Kentucky's expenses in her represen- 
tation in the Exposition, and second- 
ly that Mr. Proctor should commit 
such an egregious blunder as to ex- 
pend eight tliousnnd dollars of this 
pitiful sum in having a lot of pictures 
taken, advertising various mauufac- 
torics, stock-raisers, etc., throughout 
the State, and cover the small space 
attached lo the State with a lot of 
very poor photographs, that are not 
worth the room they occupy, even 
upon the otherwise bare walls of the 
department; these cost if8,0J0aud are 
not worth half as many cents. Con- 
sequently with only toven thousand 
dollars in the hands of our Commis- 
sioners, Col. Peck, Major Lawrence 
and C'apt. Pearsons, they have accom- 
plished by long odds much more 
than any other Commissioners, with 
the aid however of individual Ken- 
tucky exhibitors, in the Government 
building, all of whom had more liber- 
al appropriations. They tire work- 
ing without pay. and I am creditably 
Informed that Maj. Lawrence, who is 

u most untiring, patriotic gentleman, 
has perhaps drawn upon his person- 
al funds to aid In sustaining the rep- 
utation of Ills Stale. The Col. is al- 
ways at his post in charge of the de- 
partment, ever ready to extend its 
hospitalities to all visiators ami a 
hearty welcome to all Kentucklaus. 

Capt. Pearsons, who has only Ills 
necessary expenses paid by Hie Slate, 
has been and continues to be inval- 
uable in giving information ami 
assistance to all KentUokiailS who 
apply to him either by letter before 
leaving home, or on their arrival iii 
New Orleans, aiding them in procur- 
ing lodgings and all the creature 
comforts and concerning the Exposi- 
tion. Though a bachelor, he has a 
heart ovei'flowlug with generous im- 
pulses ami 11 helping baud for all 
Kentucklaus even if they are of the 
female sex, or children. He devotes 
or rather sacrifices a great deal of 
Ilia time in aiding visitors from his 
Stale in making purchases. 

There are several other products 
showing the enterprise of our State, 
Buttered throughout the Government 
building but which 1 cannot just 
now recall, but I am convinced from 
considerable study and investigation 
that Kentucky's exhibit as a whole is 
equal to any and superior to many. 
And her people have como to be 
proud of her position among her sil- 
ler exhibition, and especially to be 
grateful to her Commissioners for 
the wonderful success they havo ac- 
complished with 80 little money. 

California which has one of the 
grandest displays among the many 
wonderful exhibits, lias already sent 
$10,00!) additional appropriation re- 
cently made bv her Legislature to

This new Wonder of the World, 
which is now being loaded on Ihe 
French transport [sere for shipment 
to this country, is the largest statue 
in the world. Some idea of its mag- 
nitude may be obtained from the fact 
that forty persons found standing- 
room within the head. A six-foot 
man standing on Ihe level of the 
lips only just reached the eyebrow. 
While workmen were employed on 
the crown of her head they seemed 
to be making a huge sugar-caldron, 
and they jumped with ease iii and 
out the lip of the nose. Fifteen peo- 
ple might sit round the flame of the 

lurch, which elevation call be reached 
by a spiral stair ease within the out- 
stretched arm. 

The London Daily News, iii speak- 
ing of it, says: "It is OUt and away 
the largest "statue ol modern times. 
The ColOSSUS of Rhodes was nothing 
lo it. It could carry the 'Bravarliv 
the 'Hermann' in its arms, u 
towers to the skies from the yard of 
the Ruo de Chaxells, where it has 
been eight years in clear view of the 
sixslory houses and beyond the walls 
Of Pari-." 
The weight of this stupendous 

Stature is 410 0(K) pounds, ol which 
176,000 pounds are cupper anil the 
remainder wrought-lrou. It is ex- 
pected to arrive in Xew York about 
tho 25th of May, where it will be 
erected Oil Kedloe's Island, this being 
the location selected for it by (ien. 
W. T. Sherman, who was appointed 
by the President lo make Ihe selection. 
When placed ill position it will loom 
UpSOfi feet above tide-water.the height 
of the stature being 151,21 feet that of 
the pedestal !il feet, and foundation 
52 10 tect. 

This imposing statue, higher than 
the enormous lowers of the great 
Brooklyn Bridge or the steeple of 
Trinity Church, which is the loftiest 
in the city of Xew York,— higher, in 
fad, than any of the colossal statues 
of antiquity,— by its rare artistic 
proportions, as well as bv its stupend- 
ous dimensions, will add another lo 
the Wonders of the World. A word 
should be said of its artistic merit. 
The po-e. stride, and gesture, with 
its classic faee.arc pronounced perfect ; 

ihe drapery Is both massive and line, 
and in some parts is as delicate and 
silky in effect as if wrought with a 
line chisel on the smallest scale. 

The conception and execution of 
this great work are due to Ihe great 
French sculptor, M. Hartboldi, who 
has devoted eight years of his life and 
most of bis fortune to this great work, 
and whose gederous impulses, which 
must be on a scale commensurate 
with Ibis noble work, prompted him 
lo make such a gift to the United 
States. The committee in oharge of 
the construction of Ihe base anil 
pedestal for the reception of this 
great work are in want of funds for 
its completion, and have prepared a 
miniature Statuette, an exact counter- 
part of the original, six inches in 
height, the figure being made of 
bronze, the pedestal of nickel silver, 
which they are now delivering to 
subscribers throughout the United 
States for ihe small sum of $1 each. 
Aside from its being a lasting -"li- 
velier of Ibis colossal statue, it will 
ornament our homes ami hear testi- 
mony that wo have contributed to the 
completion of one of the grandest 
works of modern times. All remit- 
tances should be addressed to Richard 
Butler, Secretary American Com- 
mittee of tho Staturo of Liberie, No. 
33 Mercer Street, Xew York. The 
committee are also prepared to 
furnish a model, in same inelals, 
twelve inches in height, at $i each 
delivered. 

We feel assured our people will be 
only too earer to testify their grate- 
ful sense of the friendliness of this 
magnanimous oiler on the part of the 
French people, and to reciprocate 
the kindly and liberal sentiments in 
which it originated, by thus aiding 
in an active prosecution of the labors 
that may be required to give the 
statue an appropriate base and ped- 
estal. Xow is the time to do it. 
Whoever wishes to have (he honor 
and pleasure of contributing to tho 
erection of the grandest statue of 
any age, to say nothing of the senti- 
ment that should be weleomed and 
encouraged, must act promptly, for 
the money will be raised as sure as 
the sun rises.

Some of t lie best card-players, 
drinkers and theatre-goers in this 

cltj are members of the church. At 

the billiard saloons the church mem- 
bers crowd out the sinners. That's 

the ion ol churches you've got. 

••You old Presbyterian.'' pointing 
to sonic man in the audience, "you 
stand out there laughing when it 
hasn't been twenty-four hours since 
you sneaked in the side door o! a sa- 
loon and took a drink. You ought 
to be crying. You who keep up these 
things have got only one more Step to 
take, unless Cod arrests you, and 
that is to hell." 

You've got men here you think 
are good ; but just take those same 
men when they arc in Xew York. 
My. my, my! They arc as pious as 
call be round town, but did you ever 
go lishing with any of 'em? There's 
a fishing club in Chattanooga and 
the members Weill out fishing lately 
and took thirteen minnow s and 111- J 
teen gallons of whisky. 

There isn't a preacher under litis 
tent but who is a better man and a 
better preacher than me, but I say 
Ihe gospel of Jesus Christ is Inade- 
quate to reach the depths of depravi- 
ty in this oily, or that gospel hasn't 
been preached here in its fullness, 
one or the other. [A voice : "Allien !"] 
Thai's two aineus. [Laughter pro- 
longed.] 

These church members are like the 
I rains on the Nashville A Chattanooga 
Railroads, -they shed all their light 
ahead on their own track and leave 
a little, old blue light hanging on the 
rear lo Ihe sinners out in the dark.

The Tobacco Outlook for 1885 

The weather is so ini-easoiiable in 

all sections of the North and West, 
that fanning operations are unusual- 
ly backward, and many tobacco plant- 
ers are becoming andous. Last year 
Ibis time the plants were well under 
way, but ibis year a good many have 

haiiliy oonimcuoed their beds, but il 
is hoped nid expected thai when there 
is a clearing up, line warm weather 
will prevail without Interruption for 
weeks, and assist in pushing forward 
plants to that condition Unit will in- 
sure a sturdy, healthy growth before 
the dry, uarculug, winds and Intense 

heat of the Sun incidental lo mld-SUin- 
tner come to endanger their life. To- 
bacco when properly cultivated in 
Ihe bed anil set out ill Ihe Held lin» 
great "come out," and a few weeks 

of favorable weather at theopportuue 
time will cause the plants "shoot 
Up" wilh surprising sliced, ami place 
them well on their mad toward ma- 
turity, it is not likely that tobacco 
will be abandoned by any great num- 
ber of fanners ibis \ cur for any Other 
crop, for the simple reason that no 
other crop will pay as well IS tobso- 
eo, even at ihe prices ruling this year 
for while hurley— which prices by 
the way arc somewhat improving 
now— and it i> not Improbable thai 
there will be considerable secessions 
to Hie ranks of those growing dark 
tobacco (and cigar leaf hi Ihe north- 
west.) 

Planters all over Ihe country now 
cover their plant bed-, either with 
brush or cloth, (quite generally ibis 

year with cloth.) and there is not like- 
ly to beany scarcity in plant- for set- 
ting out. which might have been the 
ease otherwise. There is no cause 
for alarm as yet, but If this changea- 
ble, chilling weather prevails tor 
another fortnight, there will be good 
reason for anticipating trouble In se- 
curing a good erop of tobacco this 
year. 

The planters of Virginia anil North 
Carolina have also had some delay 
owing to the seasons, but not to as 
great an extent as In the North and 
West, and it is not likely that they 

will have reason to lament, unless ihe 
weather during the grow ing season- 
thai is when the plants arc out in the 

field— proves unusually unpropltious. 
There has been nothing lu connection 
w ith their experience as to the 18S4 
crop to discourage planters of this 
SMllon, rather much to encourage 
them, and the 188.') planting 
in these states will, in all proba- 
bility, be a large one, though unlike 
Ihe West. (|iialily is hardly ever sac- 
rificed for quantity.— West Tobacco 
Journal.
